The 
I Fiscal court ought to levy the highest 
f tax within the limits of law, and use 
[ the same in making pikes. A plan will 
be worked out by the Commercial Club 
which will be submitted to the Court. 
The people are willing to be taxed for 
roads and bridges, and we trust that 
the Court will be willing to impose the 
tax and judiciously spend it.

This speaker said that to make good 
roads it was necessary to have a ten 
ton steel roller that would cost about 

this machinery it would cost irom $6M0 
up per mile, while no doubt this would 
make a fine road the cost would be too 
great for the poor counties of the State. 
For dirt roads he said there was noth- ! 
ing better than the drag made of 2 split 
logs fastened together hitched so as to 
run at a little angle it is said that with 1 
this simple drag that 2 or three men [ 
111 -ing along the road can keep 3 or 4 
miles of roaa in good condition through 
the entire year with possibly a little 1 
while in the winter, when we have rain 
and freezing weather and not put in i 
more than six days each. What would . 
have been perhaps of as much import- 
ance to this section of the country as 
any thing that was on the program was 
the use and abuse of commercial fer- 
tilizers by Prof. M. A. Scovell. But he 
had only talked a few moments when 
they commenced firing questions at him 
and kept it up so long that he just put 
j in his time answering questions. 

Farm sanitation was discussed by Dr. 
j A T McCormack. The Dr. said that 1 
i typhoid fever and consumption could be 
j prevented by proper sanitation and the 
I time was coming when it would be a 
disgrace, not to the person who had the 
typhoid fever but to the ones from 
whom he contracted it. Swine breed- 1 
ing and feeding was discussed by S. E. 
Morton, of Camden, Ohio. It was large 
I ly a technical and scientific discussion 
, based on actual experiment. The dis- 
| cussion of alfalfa by J. E. Wing, of 
Ohio, and Prof. M. A. Scovell, of Ken- 
tucky, brought out many interesting 
points about this new grass but they 
differ about the time to sow. Wing 
claimed he had got the best results 
from fall seeding, while several thought 
our falls were generally too dry. That 
he had the best stand from seed sown 
March 26. 

A movement for clean milk (illustrat- 
ed with stereopticon views,) by Prof. 
C. B. Lane, Chief Dairy Division, U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. What 
Immigration means to the Farmer, by 
E. J. Watscn, State Commission cf 
Immigration, Columbia, S. C , and other 
subjects were discussed in such a way 
that one had to hear all to understand 
the subject. To pick out extracts would 
not give a correct idea cf what was in- 
tended or said. 

The delegates from most of the coun- 
ties were representitive men and prac- 
tical farmers, with members of the 
Legislature and the Senate and citi- 
zens of Louisville and other points r.nc 1 
it was wonderful at the interest taken 
in every discussion as they would sit 
and lister sometimes until long after 
the noon hour. Shelbyville entertained 
the Institute royally and the delegates 
left feeling that they have had a very 
pleasant and profitable meeting.
